VVAsniitOTOH, 8ept 6.— The long-ex- 
pected and much-anticipated decision 
of Mr. B. B. Bowler, controller of the 
treasury in the sugar bounty cases 
was made public ^Thursday afternoon. 

As predicted ten dBys ago the con- 
troller refers the whole matter to the 
court of claims for adjudication. The 
particular case decided was the olaim 
of the Oxnard Beet Sugar Co. , of Ne- 
braska, for the payment of a portion of 
the sugar bounty appropriated in the 
sundry civil bill passed by the last 
congreas. The amount involved in 
this case was only flUS'-' SO, being the 
first claim allowed by the commission, 
er of internal revenue, under an ap- 
propriation of $838,000 to pay the pro- 
ducers of beet, sorghum or cane sugar 
previous to the 28th of August. 1S04, 
when the sugar bounty provisiona of 
the McKinley law were repealed. But 
the decision, of oourse. involves the 
constitutionality of all sugar bounties 
The controUsr first asserts his juris- 
diction over the matter and his right 
to re/use payment of these bounties on 
the ground of the unconstitutionality 
of the appropriation. He quotes the 
decision of the court of appeals of the 
District of Columbia in a suit brought 
before thorn by the Miles riant Manu- 
facturing Co., of Louisiana, for a man- 
o compel the secretary of the 
treasury and the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue to pay the suyar boun- 
ties provided by ths McKinley law and 
holds In substance that that court hav- 
ing decided all such bounties to 
be unconstitutional, its decision was 
one of which we was bound to take 
ognlzance.

MEXICO. 

President Diaz on the Increase 
of Business Relations 



Between His Country and the United 
States and the Possibility 



■ «l<.n of Amrrlean Trade Into 
ere ought te He General 
ty, Ha Says, Between the 



Baltimore, Sept 6.— President Diaz 
of Mexico contributes to thia week's Is- 
sue of the Manufacturer's Record a 
special interview In regard to the in- 
crease of business relations between 
the two countries and the possibilities 
for the extension of American trade in- 
to Mexico. President Diaz points out 
something; of the general railroad and 
industrial progress of Mexico in recent 
years, and shows that while railroad 
construction during the la6t five years 
has not been very active, yet several 
important branch lines have been con- 
structed, serving to complete the net- 
work already established and to con- 
nect important districts. The total 
length of the railway system of Mexico 
is now 11.000 kilometers. In regard to 
closer commercial relations between 
Mexico and the United States Presi- 
dent Diaz says that be has not the 
least doubt but that this can be 
brought about by each country remov- 
ing from its laws everything which 
opposes the development of these re- 
ciprocal interests, and that so far as 
Mexico Is concerned, legislation in this 
connection has always been conceived 
in the most liberal spirit compatible 
with Its interest 

Referring to the industrial progress 
of Mexico, President Diaz says: "Com- 
merce and industry have continued 
their progressive march, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that in 18« and 1893 the 
crops were short through want of rain 
and that silver, our principle export, 
has suffered a notable decline in for- 
eign markets 

Respecting this last point President 
Diaz says: "I believe that in reality 
the detriment has not been of the mag- 
nitude that was anticipated, and this 
decline has been a benefit to general 
Industries in the country, and this is 
easily explained. The depreciation of 
silver has produced a rise in foreign 
exchange and therefore has raised the 
price of imported goods, which actual- 
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tries of the country. The immediate 
result of this situation has been the 
establishment of new industries, the 
extension of those already established 
and the encouragement of agriculture 
In all those branches suitable for ex 
portation, such as coffee, henequin, 
etc.. the values of which have latel.v
